cr  for  the  whole  Country.  It  must  be  pointed  out,  however,  that 
63%  of  the  total  deaths  were  of  persons  over  the  age  of  seventy, 
while  32%  were  ever  eighty  years  of  age. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  very  high.  There  were  four 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  all  of  which  occurred  in  the 
first  month  of  life.  They  were  due  tc  atalectasis  in  two  cases, 
to  a congenitally  faulty  heart  in  one  case,  and  to  intracranial 
oedema  in  the  fourth  case.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Three  cases  of  respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
of  which  one  was  admitted  to  Hospital  during  the  year.  There 
were  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  no  Mass  Radiographs/-  done  during  1953;  but  the 
Unit  is  expected  to  visit  the  Borough  before  the  end  of  1954.

VACCINATION 

Free  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered,  to  all 
babies,  and  any  ether  persons  for  whom  it  may  be  advisable. 

This  is  carried  cut  by  the  local  Doctors,  who  are  paid  by 
the  County  Council  for  notification  of  either  successful 
vaccination  or  failure  after  the  second  attempt.  Records 
were  received  of  10  primary  and  10  secondary  vaccinations 
during  the  year. 

7'piIR7IS,ATION 

This  is  also  carried  out  by  the  local  practitioners, 
who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  the  record  cards.  Record  cards  were  received  of 
the  immunisation  of  52  children,  and.  of  5 re-inf orcing  in;jo  etiens.

With  the  very  willing 

co-operation  of  the  Welfare  Officer  and  Home  Help  Organiser  of 

the  County  Council,  it  was  found  possible  in  each  case  to  have 

the  old  person  cared  for  at  home.

Water  samples  were  taken  monthly,  and  with  the  exception 
cf  ere  from  the  new  Precelly  supply,  were  all  satisfactory. 

The  water  supplied  from  November  has  been  solely  from  the 
Precelly  'Water  Beard,  the  Pumping  Station  and  the  Ritec  supply 
be.’  rrg  used  only  as  a stand-by  source  until  such  times  as  the  Water 
Board  can  guarantee  a full  supply  to  all  its  members. 

The  High  Level  Reservoir  being  completed,  the  question  cf 
development  in  the  high  are^  will  no  doubt  have  to  be  considered 
in  the  near  future.  The  only  premises  in  the  Borough  without 
a piped  supply  are  in  the  North  Cliff  area. 
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DRAINAGE  AMD  _SE\^ERAGE 
Outfall 

Western  Outfall  was  completed  and  a revised  system  of 
Penstock  operation  has  "been  tried.  The  tank  sewer  is  new 
emptied  much  more  quickly  and  efficiently  hy  the  revised 
times  of  operating. 

Exploratory  work  was  carried  cut  for  the  sewer  extension 
to  take  the  Marsh  Road  housing  site. 

Minor  storm  relief  work  was  carried  cut  in  the  Green 
area,  and  new  street  gullies  have  keen  installed  to  attempt 
to  combat  the  smell  nuisance. 


.BEACHES 

Isolated  complaints  of  Beach  fouling  were  received  but 
no  evidence  was  collected.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
revised  penstock  operation  will  eliminate  further  complaints 
in  this  field. 

ME  USE  .DISPOSAL 

Exploratory  work  was  carried  cut  in  the  quests’  on  of 
additional  space  for  refuse  disposal  tipping.  The  possi- 
bility of  utilising  the  field  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
read  for  controlled  tipping  was  investigated,  sc  that  it 
might  later  be  used  as  a car  park  when  the  existing  refuse 
tip  is  completed  and  laid  cut  as  a playing  field. 

HOUSING 

The  bankrupt  Glebe  Reusing  Contract  was  successfully 
completed  by  direct  labour.  The  22  houses  were  completed 
and  occupied  in  the  scheduled  12  months.  The  whole  cf  the 
work  shewed  a substantial  saving  on  the  lowest  contract

It  will  be  noted  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector1 s report  that 
a total  cf  oO  visits  has  been  paid  to  cafe  kitchens,  and 
every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  bring  them  up  to  the  minimum 
standard. 


It  is  still  a matter  of  some  concern  that  sc  much  milk 
is  sold  in  the  Borough  direct  from  bulk  containers,  a system 
which  is  particularly  prone  tc  lead  to  contamination  of  the 
milk  by  dust  and.  flies.
